CUMBERLAND, Ky., Nov. 27 
(AP).—Two 16-year-old boys wio 
were arrested in the murder of 
Ward Loveless, 51, Washington at- 
torney, were returned to Virginia 
today, several hours after their 
capture.

James Johnson, Cumberland city 
patrolman, quoted the boys as ad- 
mitting robbing and beating Love- 
less but. denied knowing the law- 
yer was dead. Johnson said both 
boys admitted some shots were 
fired during the scuffle. 


Bullets Found in Auto. 

Johnson said the boys were 
unarmed when arrested but that 
police found bullets for an auto- 
matic pistol in their possession. 

Cumberland police were tipped 
off by an aunt of Hoback who 
read of the Loveless killing and 
noticed that the automobile of the 
two boys bore the same license 
tags as those listed for Loveless’ 
automobile in the newspaper story. 

Johnson said Cumberland police 
trailed the pair from there to 
Lynch and then across the Ken- 
tucky-Virginia state line to Appa- 


lachia where they obtained the aid.

‘The youths told Johnson that 
they marched Loveless to a small 
china closet and locked him in, 
but that he was alive when they 
drove off in his automobile.

*Yoo-Hooing Worse Than 
Extravagance’ Comment 
to Truman on Testimony 
Given in Inquiry. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
Senator Mead (Dem.), New York, 
of the Senate Defense Investigat- 
ing Committee said’ today that re- 
lations between the former con- 
structing quartermaster and the 
contractor on the Wolf Creek 
ordnance project at Milan, Tenn., 
constituted a game of “you scratch 
my back and I'll scratch yours.” 

Maj. Paul Brewer was the con- 
structing quartermaster to whom 
Mead referred and the Ferguson- 
Oman Co. was the contractor. 

Mead made his comment after 
hearing Maj. Glenn Hofto, who 
succeeded Brewer, testify that he 
had received “heartiest co-opera- 
tion” from the contractor after 
he took over the project and noti- 
fied the concern that he intended 
to see that it lived up to its con- 
tract. 

Chairman Truman (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, of the Investigating Commit- 
tee contended that evidence gath- 
ered by the committee “tends to 
prove” that, after Brewer’s “sisters 
and his cousins and his aunts were 
taken care of by the contractor, 


‘he came down off his pedestal and 


he couldn’t tell them what to. do, 
so they went ahead and did just 
what they pleased.” 

Hofto said his predecessor was 
“at fault” and “made many mis- 
takes,” adding that when he took 
over he “found the officers much 
disorganized.” He added: “We're 
catching these things as they hap- 
pen now.” 

Inquiry by Senator Mead. 

Mead inquired what penalty 
might be applied by the Army to a 
representative of the Quartermas- 
ter Corps guilty of “malfeasance.” 

“We have heard a lot about the 
penalty for ‘yoo-hooing,’ he re- 
marked. “Is.a man guilty of mal- 
feasance in office subject to mili- 
tary courtmartial?” 

“Yes,” Truman told him, “but in 
the cases investigated by this com- 
mittee it has been the custom of 
the Quartermaster Corps to pro- 
mote those responsible for the 
things we have found,” 

“Then yoo-hooing is more serious 
than waste and extravagance,” 
Mead remarked. 

An auditing official of the War 
Department testified that auditors 
who protested “waste and extrava- 
gance” on the Wolf Creek project 
approved some of the payments 
they subsequently questioned. 

Jesse L. McKoin, an assistant 
chief project auditor for the At-

CAIRO, Nov. 27 (AP).—The Brit- 
‘ish command announced today 
that New Zealand troops had 
joined hands this morning with 
the British force which has been 
fighting its way out of the ring 
of German and Italian troops be- 
sieging Tobruk.. 

Thus the seven-month siege, one 
of history's most dramatic, ap- 
peared ended on the tenth day of 
the new British offensive. The 
British had held out at Tobruk 
since. April -11 when a surprise 
Axis drive pushed the main Brit- 
ish force back beyond the port to 
the Egyptian border and recovered 
most of the ground lost in the 
British offensive of December, 
1940.

AT VOLOKOLANSK 


Outer Defenses Northwest 
of Capital Endangered 
—Germans' Keep Up 
Pressure to South. 


HUGE NAZI 


MOSCOW, Nov. 27 (AP). — The 
Government newspaper Isvestia 
reported today that the ~situation 
of Soviet forces in the Voloko- 
lamsk sector, 65 miles northwest 
of Moscow, had become “aggra- 
vated” in the last 24 hours. Iz- 
vestia said Russian troops in this 
area were seeking to stem “enorm- 
ous” attacks endangering the 
outer defenses of the capital. 

Powerful Nazi mechanized forces 
also continued to exert great pres- 
sure in the Stalinogorsk sector 
east of Tula, on the southern end 
of the tightening arc around the 
capital. The Russians conceded 
yesterday that the Germans had 
broken through in the Stalinogorsk 
area, whichis 120 miles southeast 
of Moscow. 

At the middie of the arc, the 
Communist Party organ Pravda 
said, the Nazis were beaten off 
in attacks in the sectors of Moz- 
haisk, 57 miles to the west, and 
Maloyaroslavets, 65 miles to the 
southwest. 

In a review of the counterat- 
tack which Soviet officials report- 
ed had pushed the Germans back 
70 miles in the Rostov area on the 
Southern Russia front, Pravda 
said more than 10,000 ““ermans 
were killed and wounded.

Troop Movements in Indo- 
China Said to Indicate 
Possible Thrust, Perhaps 
Into Thailand, | Within 
Next Few Days. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
Japanese envoys reported after a 
White House conference today that 
they had had a “very friendly” 
conversation with President Roose- 
velt. 

They were silent, however, as to 


whether negotiations looking to 
solution of  Japanese-American 
problems would be resumed. 

The White House meeting fol- 
lowed the action of Secretary of 
State Hull last night in putting 
the question of peace or war in 
the Pacific squarely up to the Jap- 
anese Government. 

Saburo Kurusu, special envoy, 
told reporters however, that he 
had no orders to return to Japan. 
He added he would not say now 
whether he would see Hull in the 

45-Minute Conference. 

Hull participated in the White 
House conference, as did Admiral 
Kichisaburo Nomura, the Japanese 
Ambassador. The conference last- 
ed 45 minutes. : 

Replying to a series of questions, 
Kurusu said, “we had a very friend- 
ly conversation.” He added that 
he and the Ambassador had been 
invited to the White House. 

Asked whether the United States: 
proposals handed to him last night 
provided a basis ror further nego- 
tiations, Ambassador Nomura said 
he had not heard from Tokyo and 


therefore could not answer that, 


Japanese Thrust Expected. 

Reports reaching authoritative 
Washington quarters indicate that 
Japan has been rapidly strengthen- 
ing its forces in French Indo-China 
within the last week. The reports 
said large bodies of troops were 
being sent into Northern and 
Southern Indo-China, together with 
large shipments of war materials 
of all kinds including aviation gas- 
oline. 

Some of the reports held out a 
possibility of a Japanese thrust, 
perhaps into Thailand, within the 
next few days, 

The Tokyo newspaper Asahi in a 
special dispatch from Hanoi today 
accused French Indo-China of a 
changed attitude toward Japan as 
a result of the negotiations be- 
tween Japan and the United States 
and other factors. 

Asahi said Indo-China’s attitude 
recently “has been betraying some 
points suggesting a lack of sin- 
cerity toward Japan in no small 
degree.” 


In the State Department’s eyes 

the alternative now is clear, 
' [Issue Up to Japan. 

It was for Japan to accept or 
reject the formula of basic princi- 
ples which the United States con- 
siders essential to maintenance of 
peace and security in the Far East, 

Those basic principles, in their 
application, would be diametrically 
opposed to the frequently restated 
policies which Tokyo officials have 
proclaimed for “the greater East 
Asia co-prosperity sphere” that Ja- 
pan envisions. 

Relations between the United 
States and Japan reached this crit- 
ical juncture late yesterday after 
seven months of almost continuous 
diplomatic negotiations had failed 
to find common ground for the set- 
tlement of existing differences.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP). 
—The lease-lend administration was 
reported today to be “in process of 
arranging” for extensive construc- 
tion of warehouses, docks, railway 

sidings and airplane landing fa- 
cilities in the Red Sea area. 

The work is going forward, of- 
ficials said, under immediate di- 
rection of a United States military 
mission to the Middle East headed 
by Brigadier General Russel] L 
Maxwell, whose principal job is to 
expedite the delivery of munitions 
to British forces in the Near East. 

Another military mission as- 
signed to the task of expediting 
shipments to Russia through Iraq 
and Iran is reported to be under- 
taking extensive improvements in 
terminal facilities at Basra, Iraq, 
and Bandarshah, Iran. 

Sea Shipments Terminal. 

The Red Sea area is a terminal 
section for American sea _ ship- 
ments to the British forces now 
engaged in a campaign to drive 
the Axis out of Libya. 

Ships loaded with war supplies 
have been going there for several 
months but apparently the neces- 
sity of considerably enlarging the}. 
movement of supplies has led to the 
decision to instal] the warehouses, 
docks and other facilities. 

The Iraq-Iran mission, under the 
leadership of Brigadier General 
Raymond A. Wheeler, has the dif- 
ficult task of building up and ex- 
tending available railway systems 
in the two countries through 
which munitions are flowing to 
Russian forces. 

Army May Fly Planes Across. 

Last night well-informed mili- 
tary authorities indicated strongly 
that it was only a matter of time 
until the Army Air Corps Ferry 
Command would begin flying 
planes across the Atlantic to Brit- 
ain. 

Both bombers, which already are 
being flown over in large numbers 
by a British-Canadian organiza- 
tion, Atfero, and fighters may 
eventually be taken across by 
American Army airmen, it was 
said. Their flights would supple- 
ment rather than replace those of 
Atfero, according to these in- 
formants. 

So far as is known, trans-Atlan- 
tic ferrying to date has been lim- 
ited to bombers of long cruising 
range. But fighters with only 
medium distance range probably 
can be taken over in future by 
jumping them from United States 
Continental bases to the British 
Isles by way of Newfoundland, 
Greenland and Iceland 

The War Department, summariz- 
ing the activities of the Ferry 
Command to date under the lead- 
ership of Col. Robert Olds of the 
Air Corps, who organized it several 
months ago, said that “although 
up to the present time, the Air 
Corps Ferry Command itself flies 
no ships across the Atlantic, it is 
responsible for getting them to 
take-off points.”

Plans for a permanent “bits and

“Plans are now under way to es- 
tablish permanent exhibits of ‘bits 
and pieces’ in the various field of- 
fices,” he said. “The first two such 
exhibits will be opened in St. Louis 
and Chicago. 

Tanks Taken . Apart. 

“Our technicians have ‘exploded’ 
a tank into its component parts for 
the purpose of ascertaining which 
parts are susceptible to farming 
out.

- WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgan- 
thau said today the Treasury 
wanted no change in income taxes 
son this year’s income of individ- 
uals or corporations. 

He said he was miaking this an- 
nouncement in order to satisfy nu- 
merous inquiries from the public 
resulting from confusion about 
new tax proposals being formu- 
lated by the Treasury and in Con- 


ss. 
So far as the Treasury is con- 
cerned, Morgenthau said, any rec- 
ommendations about new taxes 
would not apply to 1941 incomes. 

He declined, however, to give 
any details of tentative Treasury 
proposals for next year. He re- 
fused also to comment on a sug- 
gestion of Chairman Marriner S. 
Eccles. of the Federal Reserve 
Board that the new taxes first 
“tap the long purses rather than 
the short ones.” 

Eccles said he preferred higher 
taxes on corporations and the 
higher and middle individual in- 
come brackets rather than addi- 
tional levies on the incomes of 
the lower income group. Unofficial 
reports have indicated that the 
Treasury might propose heavier 
taxes on the low income groups. 

Morgenthau remarked that Ec- 
cles had not sent him a copy of 
the speech and he had not read it. 
It was delivered Tuesday night in 
New York. 

“I have been going along and 
trying not to make trouble for any- 
one,” Morgenthau said, “but you 
know it is difficult to get every- 
one to row to the same stroke 
that the coxswain calls.” 

Declining to express any opinion 
on suggestions for a compulsory 
savings program, Morgenthau said 
such proposals were being consid- 
ered along with all other. methods 
of preventing inflation. 

In his announcement that the 
Treasury sought no. changes in 
1941 income taxes, the Secretary 
said that applied particularly to 
the tax on capital gains and 
losses. Apparently, many persons 
with investments were curious 
about this tax so they could decide 
whether to buy or sell securities 
before the end of the year in or- 
der to clarify their tax position. 
p> At the Capitol it was disclosed 
that a $4,500,000 fund asked by the 
Treasury for collection and en- 
forcement of the $5 automobile use 
tax had been stricken from an

APPEALS COURT DENIES 
REREARING FOR BOEHIM 


Plea to’ U. S. Supreme Bench 
Only Avenue ‘Left to Con- 
victed Utility Man. 


Rehearing of the appeal of 
Frank J. Boehm, former executive 
vice-president of the Union Elec- 
tric Co. of Missouri, from a five- 
year penitentiary sentence for per- 
jury was denied by the United 
States’ Circuit Court of Appeals for 
the Eighth Circuit in an order 
filed today. 

The Appellate Court affirmed 
Boehm’s conviction and sentence 
in an opinion handed down Nov. 
6. The sentence includes a fine of 
$4000 in addition to the prison 
term. 

A United States District Court 
jury found Boehm guilty of hav- 
ing given perjured testimony as a 
witness before examiners of the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion, who were conducting an in- 
vestigation of the political slush 
fund activities carried on by Union 
Electric Co. under its former man- 
agement. 

The court’s order denying a re- 
hearing contained no explanatory 
comment. It was signed by Cir- 
cuit Judges Archibald K. Gardner, 
Thomas W. Woodrough and Seth 
Thomas. An application to the 
United States Supreme Court for 
review of the case on a writ of 
certiorari is the only avenue of | 
appeal still open to Boehm. The 
high court has discretion to grant 
or reject such an application. 


$1055 SHORTAGE IN STATE

River. 

Doctors from Waycross and 
Jesup, Ga., waded knee-deep in 
roadbed ditches to reach 13 injured 
passengers in the Champion for 
emergency treatment, then rushed 
them to a hospital at Waycross. 

Shortly before the 6 a. m. Cham- 
pion wreck, the Havana Special 
was derailed just after leaving 
Dover, near Tampa, Fla., injuring 
eight persons, only two of whom 
required hospitalization. The loco- 
motive and all seven cars left the 
rails but only three cars over- 
turned. 

Scenes of the two wrecks, in 
southwest Georgia’s turpentine 
belt and on the Florida West Coast, 
are approximately 300 miles apart.

TRADE EXPECTED 
IN HOLIDAY PERIOD 


Commerce Department 
Cites Increased Purchas- 
ing Power and Big 
Stocks of Goods. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27 (AP). 
A bumper Christmas shopping sea- 
son was predicted today by Com- 
merce De nt experts, who 
looked for all retail trade during 
the holiday period to reach a rec- 
ord of almost $6,000,000,000. 

This would be about $1,000,000,- 
000 more than was taken in by 
stores for all retail trade last 
Christmas season. 

From a business standpoint, this 
season looks the best ever, the ex- 
perts said, both because of the big 
stocks of available merchandise 
and because of the increase of 
purchasing power resulting from 
the defense boom. About the only 
thing the stores are short of are 
silk stockings. 

One factor that may swell the 
sales totals is the fact,that, bar- 
ring a sudden peace, this will be 
the last Christmas for some time 
that the stores will have the usual 
variety of merchandise. Priorities, 
scarcities and substitutions are 
beginning to affect production -of 
consumer goods, but the bulk of 
this Christmas’ goods were manu- 
factured before the pinch came. 

Long before the war, the United 
States displaced Germany in the 
leadership of the toy industry, and 
domestic glass companies have al- 
ready more than made good the 
lack of German tree ornaments, 
Some of the Latin American coun- 
tries are replacing, to a certain 
extent, the French and Czech 
specialties, and this country has 
taken over the remainder in its 
own workshops. 

Some stores have stocked up on 
Latin American pottery, jewelry, 
sandals, blankets and other handi- 
work, but the department found 
the other American republics have 
been unable to supply the large 
quantities” of most items that 
United States stores were prepared 
to offer. 

One thing the war won't affect 
is Christmas trees. Most of them 
come from this country’s own

Nazis Decree New Restric- 


tions —. Train Derailed oo 


in Normandy Apparently 
by Technicians. 


VICHY, Nov. 27 (AP).—German- 
contfolled Paris newspapers re- 
ported today a new séries of 
terrorist attacks in occupied terri- 
tory, including derailment of a 
train near Abbeville and dynamite 
attacks in the capital. 

The disclosure was made in a 
statement by Col. Gen. Ernst von 
Schaumberg, German commander 
of the Paris region, who yesterday 
announced the city had been fined 
1,000,000 francs (officially $20,000) 
for the bombing of a Nazi requi- 
sgitioned restaurant. 

He did not give details of the 
latest dynamite raids except that 
they were directed against “prop- 
erty or installations belonging to 
the German Army.” 

Newspapers reported one of the 
places damaged by dynamite was 
the “Left Bank Bookshop” on the 
boulevard Saint Germain, in the 
students’ quarter of Paris. The 
shop had been taken over from 
the Communist party and turned 
into a collaborationist propaganda 
center. 

Derailment of the train at Ab- 
beville, in Normandy, was thé sec- 
ond such incident in a few weeks. 
Investigators found a jammed 
switch and derailing plates on the 
tracks, indicating the work of 
technicians with special railway 
tools. 

Von Schaumberg expressed him- 
self in Paris newspapers as par- 
ticularly annoyed at the failure of 
the civilian population to help Ger- 
man police find the persons re- 
gponsible for the dynamitings. 
They rere still at large, he dis- 
closed. 

The Germans have ordered all 
restaurants and cafes in the Latin 
quarter of the left bank, along 
the Boulevard Saint Michel and 
Boulevard Montparnasse, closed at 
5 p. m. from Noy. 27 to Nov. 30 
inclusive. 

(Several Frenchmen in the oc- 
cupied zone have been shot for 
possession of explosives, which is 
illegal under German military 
law.) 


RIOTS IN DENMARK 
AGAINST NEW PACT 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Nov. 27 
(AP). — Riots in Copenhagen in 
protest against Denmark’s adher- 
ence to the anti-Comintern pact, 
with police firing on demonstrators 
On one occasion and arresting 40 
persons on another, were reported 
today by Dagens Nyheter, Stock- 
holm newspaper. 

Demonstrating Danes denounced 
Foreign Minister Eric Scavenius, 
shouting: “Down with Scavenius; 
down with the traitor,” the news- 
paper said. 

The initial demonstration, Da- 
gens Nyheter said, occurred at 2 
p. m. Tuesday, the da) the anti- 
Comintern pact was extended for 
another five years and broadened 
to include 13 signatories. 

Hundreds of students met before 
the royal castle of Amalienborg 
then, it said, and heard an address 
by a theologian. 

The police arrested the speaker, 


the students dispersed after sing- | 


ing the King’s song, only to form 
again and hold mass demonstra- 
tions before the offices of the Nazi 
paper Faederlandet and before the 
foreign office and Riksdag (parlia- 
ment). 

Police tried to break up the 
Dagens Nyheter said, 
but failed and the demonstrators 
marched through the city until 
they reached the great Raadhus- 
pladsen Square. There, it was re- 
ported, the police wielded batons 
to break up the gathering and ar- 
rested about 40 persons. 

Nevertheless, Dagens Nyheter 
said, new demonstrations were or- 
ganized in the evening and on one 
occasion police fired.

“Four-Hour Meeting. 

The plan for ending the strike 
was presented to the machinists | 
at a four-hour meeting yesterday 
afternoon at Unity Hall, 1220 North 
Grand boulevard, attended by rep- 
resentatives of all three unions. 

Keenan, Church and Capt. Wales- 
by attended the meeting, as well 
as Lieut, Com. Frank E. Deam, 
resident inspector of navy mate- 
rials in St. Louis. 

Capt. Walesby, it was learned, 
made a vigorous appeal for an im- 
mediate end of the strike, point- 
ing out that it was halting work 
on millions of dollars in defense 
contracts and affecting plants 
throughout the country dependent 
upon local industries for parts and 
tools. 

“A lot of you men were in the 
last war,” Capt. Walesby told the 
union business agents, “and you 
know what it meant to know that 
supplies were reaching you on 
time. 

“The boys in the camps now 
are in the same position — they 
want to know that you boys on 
this end are doing your job.” 

Word Spreads Quickly. 

The plan for ending the strike 
was presented to the machinists’ 
council, consisting of 72 delegates 
from 17 affiliated locals, at its reg- 
ular meeting last night. 

At 9:15 o’clock Weber announced, 
“The strike’s over. It is being ter- 
minated at th request of the 
Army, Navy and OPM, and the 
men are being ordered: back to 
work as speedily as possible.” 

By radio bulletins, telephone 
calls and word-of-mouth, the news 
quickly spread. Machinists’ busi- 
ness agents began telephoning em- 
ployers, having some of them sum- 
moned from neighborhood thea- 
ters, to tell them the strike was 
over. 

Edward B. Pollister, president 
of the Busch-Sulzer Brothers Die- 
sel Engine Co., where machinists 
stopped work on $15,000,000 worth 
of marine engines and anti-aircraft 
ordnance ordered by the Navy, 
went to the plant at 3300 South 
Second street last night to help 
telephone formen and shop stew- 


immediately. ' 

Pollister said production was 80 
per cent of normal by this morn- 
ing, and probably would reach 100 
per cent Monday. 


No Discrimination Plea. 


Keenan, notified of the ma- 
chinists’ decision, issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“T am requesting all employers, 
in the spirit of national defense, 
that the men who went on strike 
be placed back on their jobs with- 
out discrimination. * 

“The officers of the AFL or- 
ganizations were in there pitching 
to help achieve the settlement. 
The Army, Navy and OPM repre- 
sentatives are more than grateful 
to all parties.” 

Church told reporters the Build- 
ing Trades Council, at its meeting 
last night, went on record as 
promising Keenan that there 
would be no strikes or stoppages 
on defense work handled by build- 
ing trades unions, “This,”~Church 
said, “proves that no restrictive 
labor legislation is necessary.” 

Last night’s action, he pointed 
out, was a reiteration of an agree- 
ment signed last’ July by business 
agents of all building trades 
unions, 
there would be. no strike on de- 
fense construction projects in the 
St. Louis area. 


Curtiss-Wright Workers Back. 

A representative of the Curtiss- 
Wright Corporation reported ‘that 
a number of strikers reported for 
work on the 1 a. m. shift at the 
plant at Lambert-St. Louis Field, 
where production of more than 
$100,000,000 in training and Army 
transport planes had been serious- 
ly curtailed. 

The company was unable to as- 
sign all the night shift men to 
jobs immediately, he said, and 
some were sent some. Virtually 
all workers on the day shift are 
now at work, he reported, and full 
production probably will be at- 
tained some time today. . 

For more’ than a month, how- 
ever, production of finished planes 
may be slowed up“here and there 
by the interruption in the steady 
flow of parts from subcontractors, 
he pointed out. The company will 
make every effort to make up for 
the lost time, he said.

The plant, also at 
Lambert Field, has,$4,500,000 in or- 
ders for plane parts. 

Most of the 650 garage mechan- 
ics who joined the strike were at 
work todgy. Joseph A. Schlecht, 
secretary-treasurer of the Greater 
St. Louis Automotive Association, 
had sent a letter to the machinists’ 
council protesting against the 
walkout as a violation of a no- 
strike clause in an existing con- 
tract with the mechanics. 

Steel production at the Granite 
City Steel Co., which is manufac- 
turing armor plate for Navy and 
merchant vessels, was expected. to 
be in “full stride” by this after- 
noon, having been curtailed about 
7 per cent by a strike of 200 ma- 
chinists. <An official said 90 per 
cent of a midnight shift had been 
at work and that a full crew re- 
ported for the 7 a. m. «shift. 

Lehmann Machine Co., Lincoln 
Engineering Co. and General En- 
gineering & Manufacturing Co., all 
machine tool plants making lathes,

A two-month-old jurisdictional 
dispute between the East St. Louis 
Building Trades Council, repre- 
senting 19 construction unions, 
and the East St. Louis Central 
Trades and Labor Union has been 
settled through negotiation, it was 
announced today by John L. Mc- 
Carthy, building trades president. 
There had been no work stoppage. 

The dispute, marked only by the 
withdrawal of six building crafts 
from the central trades . group, 
arose over the question of which 
unions should construct additions 
to National Stock Yards and the 
George S. Mepham Paint:Co, build- 
ing.

U. S. “USING BRITISH BODIES’

China, the other power vitally in- 
terested, has been fighting Japan 
since July, 1937. 

- Authoritative sources here looked 
to the South Pacific as the likely 
theater of operations if Japan’s an- 
swer is a decision to resume armed 
expansion. It was pointed out 
that, with troops already massed 
in’ French Indo-China, Japan hada 
triple choice. It could open an 
offensive on the Burma road, 
China’s lifeline, in a final effort 
to knock the Chinese out of 
the war. It could move on Thai- 
land to improve its military posi- 
tion. Or it could thrust at Singa- 
pore, Britain’s fortress stronghold 
commanding the approaches to the 
Dutch East Indies and Australasia. 
During the discussions between 
Hull, Nomura and Kurusu, it was 
reported in authoritative quarters, 
a number of tentative proposals 
and counterproposals were made 
involving concessions by both the 
United States and Japan. 

None of the proposals, it was 
said, was found acceptable by the 
Japanese or Americans on the 
terms offered. 

While Hull and the Japanese en- 
voys declined to comment on any 
specific questions or proposals 
which entered the talks, it was 
understood that the United States 
rejected Japanese demands that 
American aid to China be discon- 
tinued, 

The United States is furnishing 
China with lease-lend supplies and 
assistance and is pledged to con- 
tinue this aid on an increasing 
scale, 

The statement by Hull enunciat- 
ing the basic principles necessary 
for a settlement of Pacific prob- 
lems was made on July 16, 1937, 
and the fundamentals have been 
stated by him in speeches and 
statements since that time. 

“This country,” Hull declared in 
1937, “constantly and consistently 
advocates maintenance of peace. 
We advocate national and interna- 
tional self-restraint!: We advocate 
abstinence of all nations from use 
of force in pursuit of policy, and 
from interference in the internal 
affairs of other nations, 

“We advocate adjustment of 
problems of international relations 
by processes of peaceful negotia- 
tion and agreement. We advocate 
faithful observance of interna- 
tional agreements. Upholding the 
principle of sanctity of treaties, 
we believe in modificati6@n of pro- 
visions of treaties, when need 
therefore arises, by orderly pro- 
cesses carried out in a spirit of 
mutual helpfulness and accommo- 
dation. We believe in respect by 
all nations for the rights of others 
and performance of all nations of 
established obligations. 

“We stand for revitalizing and 
strengthening of international law. 
We advocate steps‘ toward promo- 
tion of economic security and bta- 
bility the world over... We advocate 
lowering or removing of excessive 
barriers in international trade. We 
seek effective equality of commer- 
cial opportunity and we urge upon 
all nations application of the prin- 
ciple of equality of treatment. We 
believe in limitation and reduction 
of armament, 

“Realizing the necessity 
maintaining armed forces ade- 
quate for national security, we 
are prepared to reduce or increase 
our own armed forces in propor- 
tion to reductions or increases 
made by other countries. We avoid 
entering into alliances or en- 
tangling commitments, but we be- 
lieve in co-operative effort by 
peaceful and practicable means in 
support of the principles hereinbe- 
fore stated.”

Schwenk in an even 300 plays—

record of 1824 yards set by Bill 
Dudley of Virginia in nine con- 
tests. Dudley’s average was 202.7 
yards a game, breaking the 1938 
record of 1847 yards and a 184.7 
average set by O’Brien in 1938. 

As a result of Schwenk’s sensa- 
tional passing, Washington ranks 
third among the country’s elevens 
in total pass offense, with an aver- 
age gain of 166.4 yards per game. 
Arizona is first with 184.3 and the 
Texas Aggies, second, 169.3. 

And three members of the Bears 
are in the first 10 in pass receiv- 
ing. Lindow, now in the Army, 
is second with 39 catches for 472 
yards; Pufalt, fifth, with 23 good 
for 349 yards and Turley, seventh, 
23 for 244 yards. 

Stopped Him Last Year. 

And, last year, the Billiken de- 
fense did hold Schwenk down con- 
siderably.

Sir Kenneth, who attended a 
business men’s luncheon at Hotel 
Statler today, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the British Empire 
had made cash purchases in this 
country of nearly $5,000,000,000 
since the war began, outside of 
lease-lend aid, liquidating or pledg- 
ing British-owned American secur- 
ities to pay for them. 

Commodities requiring cash, not 
provided for by the Lease-Lend 
Act, he said, include drugs, chemi- 
cals, abrasives road vehicles for 
public service, machinery parts and 
wood pulp. 

Recurrent Obligations. 

“Besides these essential pur- 
chases we have recurrent obliga- 
tions,” Sir Kenneth said, “such as 
interest and shipping charges that 
have to be financed in dollars and 
can only be financed in future by 
selling British goods in the 
American market. The only way 
we can now get these things which 
are necessary to us is by selling 
you something you want, which 
Wwe can spare. We are rationing 
our people very severely to find 
these goods. 

“That is the answer to those who 
ask why American women should 
knit sweaters and other things for 
‘Bundles for Britain’ while Brit- 
ish sweaters are being sold in the 
stores here. The more goods we

Memory of Exploitation. 

They have no desire to resumé 
the old system under which North 
American business men bought the 
right to exploit South American 
riches and then carried: most of 
the wealth they obtained out of the 
continent. 

Nor do they wish to go back to 
the old custom of being patronized 
just because they are little, weak 
and poor. But they do expect 
to be treated with dignity.

Missouri’s Dangerous Highways. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

WAS interested in reading the let- 

ter, “Wants Four-Lane Highways,” 
by Carl Smith of Coldwater, Mich. I 
think it would be worthwhile for the 
Missouri State Highway Commissioners 
to take notice of this letter. A ccse 
in point is U. S. 66 going out through 
Southwest Missouri. It is one of the 
most dangerous highways in the country. 
It not only consists largely of two lanes, 
but it is curved and twisted to meet 
every farmer’s house. 

I have heard many complaints while 
traveling in other states about Missouri 
highway dips and merry-go-rounds. With 
the amount of revenue coming in from 
the gasoline tax, we should start imme- 
diately straightening out all our high- 
ways and adding at least one more lane 
to every one in the State. In doing so, 
many lives would be saved, and Mis- 
‘gouri would have a lot more tourists 
coming through the State. As long as 
trailer-trucks and busses travel the high- 
ways here, the tourist) has no chance on 
the two-lane highways. 

I have inspected and supervised the 
building of many streets in St. Louis for 
seven years, and I have also collected 
the 2-cent gasoline tax in the Eastern 
Missouri district. I am familiar with 
the amount of revenue collected in the 
entire State. I do know that what our 
State has paid for all the turns and 
bends in its highways exceeds the costs 
of what three lanes would cost if put 
in. straight. 

Some people say the reason for these 
curves and bends is because the State 
could not otherwise get the right-of-way, 
but show me a farmer in Missouri who 
would not practically give the property 
for the right-of-way in order to have a 
concrete highway through his farm. 

Let’s hope our new State Highway 
Commission will give us the three-lane 
highways. - ROBERT HANNA.

OLD SAMUEL GOMPERS. 

Old Samuel Gompers, for many years head of the 
AFL, must be resting uneasily in his grave these 
days as organized labor rvshes into pitfalls against 
which he so often warned it. 

Of course, times have changed since the little 
cigar-maker left his bench to lead the cause of craft 
unionism and to make his reputation as a labor 
statesman. Craft unionism still lives, but it is a 
survival of the pre-mass production era and is not 
suited for the age of the assembly belt.. When John 
L. Lewis. formed the CIO, with its central idea of 
vertical rather than horizontal unionism, he was 


the revolution in prcducti:'. methods. 

These and other factors make imperfect the ap- 
plication of Gompers’ ideas to present conditions. 
It is nonetheless interesting to recall some of them. 
Gompers warned constantly against all plans for a 
“partnership” between labor and government. He 
saw that while labor today might hold a majority 
interest in the partnership, it might tomorrow, under 
changing political control, hold a minority interest. 

Therefore, he urged that labor be not deceived 
by. the designs of the “well-intentioned but unin- 
formed” who would do things for the workers and 
establish institutions for them “that will prevent 
their doing things for themselves and maintaining 
their own institutions.” He told labor to keep itself 
free to use its economic power in its own way. 

So Gompers, if he were living today, would be en- 
titled to an “I-told-you-so” concerning the President's 
recommendation of compulsory arbitration in labor 
disputes. In his presidential report of 1900, Gompers 
came out strongly against this principle as limiting 
labor’s power to work out its own’ destiny. ' On 
the same basis, he opposed compulsory unemploy- 
ment insurance. He said in 1916: “I am more 
concerned with the fundamental principles of human 
liberty and refusal to surrender rights to govern- 
mental agencies than I am with social insurance.” 

Labor—indeed, society as a whole—has come a 
long way since 1916, and there is a nostalgic flavor 
about Gompers’ statement. Nevertheless, it is worth 
pondering. Labor has invited government to be- 
come a partner in its affairs and, by such laws as the 
Wagner Act, has attained rights and powers un- 
dreamed-of in Gompers’ day. But it also has under- 
taken, by virtue of this partnership with govern- 
ment, commensurate duties and obligations. Gomp- 
ers would have shunned the governmentally-bestowed 
rights and powers because he would have feared 
the governmentally-imposed curbs that are corollary 
to any grant of power. 

During the first two Roosevelt administrations, 
the Government pendulum swung toward labor. 
Now, as witness the Roosevelt-Ramspeck program 
and other proposals, it is swinging tho other way. 
Labor, having accepted governmental favor, now will 
find that it must pay for it, that the price of power 
is responsibility. | 

But just one more thought: Perhaps if Samuel 
Gompers were living, the pendulum would not have 
swung so quickly. Perhaps he would have found 
a way to inject discipline into the labor movement, 
to throw out the gangsters and racketeers who 
dominate some unions, to revise the AFL’s antiquated 
constitution, to stop jurisdictional strikes, to intro- 
duce more democracy into. the labor unions and, 
above all, to bring home to union labor that an 
unlimited national emergency is no time to throw 
monkey wrenches into the machinery. 

In the last war, Gompers, as a member of the 
Council of National Defense, joined his colleagues 
in the following declaration of principle: 


That the Council of National Defense should 
issue a statement to employers and employes in 
our industrial plants and transportation systems 
advising that neither employers nor employes 
shall endeavor to take advantage of the coun- 
try’s necessities to change existing standards. 


Old Samuel Gompers had a profound fear and 
distrust of governmental restraint, but he also knew 
how to use the privileges of freedom. 
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UP TO THE PUBLIC. 

The informal meeting of Federal and State food 
and drug inspectors the other day had all the ear- 
marks of a class reunion, the news story says. The 
agents certainly had something to feel good about, 
and to congratulate one another upon. They had 
conducted a long series of raids, in which they 
seized more than 85 tons of spoiled foodstuffs and 
potentially dangerous drugs from the warehouses of 
several St. Louis salvage and jobbing concerns. This 
drive has cleaned out or scared out 90 per cent of 
the bad stocks in the city, it is estimated by William 
D. Cruce, chief State inspector. 

A cleanup of this sort is only part of the battle, 
however. It is disconcerting to learn that some 
citizens still are attracted by worthless or harmful 
quack remedies such as those seized in these raids. 
One inspector told of receiving calls from two 
women who actually wanted to buy bottles of an 
anti-fat nostrum that had been confiscated! The 
fakers thrived for many years on the gullibility and 
ignorance of the public. The ironclad new laws and 
the vigilance of Federal and State agents cannot 
entirely protect the peoplé from fraud and injury 
unless the people inform themselves on the funda- 
mental facts about food and drugs. 
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HOUSING SHORTAGE FOR NEGROES. 

In St. Louis, the defense program ‘has caused a 
serious shortage of housing for Negroes. More than 
31,000 persons have moved to St. Louis and St. 
Louis County in the last 18 months, the Tolan Com- 
mittee, investigating defense labor migration and 
priority unemployment, was told yesterday. Because 
of this influx and other factors, 10,000 to 12,000 
dwelling units in city and county have been newly 
occupied in the last year and a half. 

As yet, this has caused no shortage of accommoda- 
tions for white families. However, there is a housing 
shortage—in the lower-rent field for Negroes, Mayor 
Becker related yesterday. This shortage, he con- 
tinued, has resulted in rent increases which have in- 
flicted serious hardships. 

Mayor Becker’s testimony confirms recent state- 
ments of the St. Louis Call. This local Negro weekly 
charges that rents have been widely and sharply in- 
creased in Negro residential districts. “We under- 
stand,” it said editorially, “that a number of land- 
lords are contending that they are justified in raising 
the cost of house rent because of the increased cost 
of living and the increase in incomes by reason of 
the defense boom.” 

Probably no other group has benefited less from 
the “defense boom” than Negro workers. That the 
boom should be used as a leyer to jack up their 
rents is a palpable injustice.

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DEFEAT OF THE GORE BILL. 

From the beginning, there was little real hope that 
Congress would pass the Gore price-control bili. It 
had one serious defect, from the aspect of “practical 
politics”—it made no attempt whatever to placate 
any of the numerous pressure groups that are trying 
to win special privileges in price legislation. .In- 
stead, it went straight down the line and provided 
for an all-over ceiling, to cover retail prices, wages, 
salaries, agricultural prices and industrial profits. 

That is, of course, the only sensible plan for head- 
ing off inflation with all its disasters. It is the plan 
strongly urged by Bernard M. Baruch, out of the 
priceless experience he acquired as chairman of the 
War Industries Board in the First World War. But 
special interests were too powerful. They defeated 
the Gore bill in the House, 218 to 63. 

The one-sidedness of that vote is a discouraging 
sign of what a hard struggle is ahead before an 
adequate price-control system can be established. It. 
indicates also that the personal element—the cheap 
and shabby attacks upon Leon Henderson, the 
law’s probable administrator—had a part in the 
defeat of the bill.’ Thig isthe most regrettable de- 
velopment of all. Special group interest is a bad 
enough reason for opposing all-out price control, but 
the witch-burning spirit being fanned by Represent- 
ative Dies and others against Mr. Henderson is un- 
worthy of any member of Congress. 

Now there is a possibility that the present in- 
adequate administration bill will be returned to 
committee. The proposal] is made obviously for time- 
consuming purposes, but there is ground for hope 
that the committee, as it looks upon thé up-curve in 
every consumer goods index, will awaken to the need 
for over-all controls. At least, there is a better 
chance for intelligent revision in committee than if 
the bill were thrown into open debate, in the present 
mood of the obstructionists., . 

Heading off inflation is the most important 
domestic issue before the country today, Will Con- 
gress do its duty, or will it surrender to the pres- 
sure groups, the reactionaries and the witch burners?

Viewing both sides’ demands, paper asks why each can’t make 
concessions and thus remove war threat; settlement without shoot- 
ing “would be of enormous value in our present predicament”; 
says terms granted Mexico justify realistic approach to Japan.

APAN’S special envoy, Saburo Kurusu, 
—* least didn’t go home mad after his 

first talks with the President and Secre- 
tary of State Hull. He stuck around Wash- 
ington for some more talks, and more talks 
have been had, and it is reported that hopes 
for a settlement of American-Japanese dif- 
ferences are rising both in Washington and 
in Tokyo. | 

The whole discussion is. still very hush- 
hush; but from what we can gather; this is 
about the way the demands and counter- 
demands line up: 

Japan wants us and the British and 
Dutch to loosen up the economic blockade, 
cut down United States aid to China, and 
stop shouting so loudly against the Japanese 
“New Order” in Asia. *In return, Japan 
would be willing to refrain from direct co- 
operation with Germany, call off all. military 
threats to Siberia and the Dutch East 
Indies, and try to end the Chinese war in 
some way as soon as possible. , 

Our Government wants Japan to get en- 
tirely out of the Axis, pull its armies out 
of China, stop all its alleged aggressions 
and assure an equal break in Asiatic mar- 
kets for business agents of all nations. In 
return, our Government would go back to 
normal business-dealing with Japan as fast 
as possible and sanction peaceable Japanese 
upbuilding of the aforesaid “New Order.” 

If those are the. demands and counter- 
demands, it is hard for us to see why a 
compromise between them couldn’t be 
worked out -and the threat of war with 
Japan postponed, if not erased for

Dorothy. Maynor, the gifted 
young Negro soprano, returned to 
St. Louis last night for a recital 
Municipal Auditorium, 
where an audience of about 2000 
heard her deliver a program of ex- 


| ceptionally high average quality. 


Since her first appearance here 
at The Principia last season she 
has improved considerably. The 
voice was more nearly equalized 


throughout the scale, her control 
was excellent and continuously ex- 


‘|ereised and her treatment of all 


the music under consideration 
showed the effect of maturing in- 
tellectual conceptions and of a 
more varied emotional response to 
a range of poetic values. What 
was in evidence, therefore, was a 
beautifully warm, rounded and 
supple voice, which was used with 
the utmost artistic discretion. 

Also in evidence was a gracious 
Though blessed 
by nature with a figure somewhat 
reminiscent of the late Luisa Tet- 
razzini’s, she nevertheless was all 
lightness and charm, an effect that 
was considerably enhanced by her 
sensitive facial expression. 

The two opening arias by Han- 
del from “Julius Caesar” and 
“Semele” enabled her to show at 
once that she had the vocal quali- 
ty and the control for a lovely can- 
tilena and that she had a suffi- 
cient understanding of. the music 
to. give it the rounded phrasing 
and delicate coloring that the style 
required. 

In Schubert’s “Ave Maria” her 
restraint was such as to imply a 
suppressed emotion not altogether 
in keeping with the devotional in- 
nocency of the music. Even so the 
effect was still pure and highly 
affecting. 

In general her program did not 
call for dramatic excursions and 
alarms. In Strauss’ “Fruhlings- 
feier,” however, she employed of 
necessity a wider dynamic range 
and one or two of her high notes 
were off quality. This, however, 
was a purely physical defect for 
her interpretation was appropriate- 
ly spirited. 

Her one big romantic aria of 
the evening was the familiar 
“Depuis le jour” from Charpen- 
tier’s “Louise” which was ex- 
quisitely modeled and contained 
but was essentially dramatic just 
the same. The messa di voce on her 
high note was vocally and artis- 
tically superb. 

Miss Maynor’s triumph was al- 
together that of an artist striving 
for perfection of modeling, accent 
and punctuation. That being so her 
reception was warm but not riot- 
ous. She sang a number of en- 
cores,

Paint as mixed’ 130 years ago 
from red clay deposits near Cape 
Girardeau, Mo., will be employed 
in the restoration of the Old Rock 
House, at the foot of Chestnut 
street, one of the historic build- 
ings to be preserved in the river- 
front memorial area. 

Discovery of the paint, which is 
of a reddish brown hue, was made 
by Charles E. Peterson, senior 
landscape architect with the Na- 
tional Park Service, who read in 
a rare copy of a historical guide, 
published in 1812, that settlers 
near Cape Girardeau were using 
a substance which, when ground 
in oil, made a durable paint equal 
to imported Spanish brown,

Anxious to develop a paint in 
keeping with the nature of the 
restoration of the Old Rock House, 
now nearing completion, Peterson 
went to Cape Girardeau and found 
a satisfactory clay deposit on a 
nearby creek bank.

“RICH IN FOOD VALUE 


Good Cook Should Be Able to 
Plan Plain, Well-Bal- 
anced Meals. 


To be a good cook is still one of 
the proudest achievements of the 
homemaker, but the definition of 
a good cook has changed somewhat 
as our knowledge of food has in- 


creased. The homemaker who wins: 


that title today must khow how 
to plan a well-balanced meal and 
how-to prepare the essential foods 
according to the right method, and 
to combine them into harmonious 
menus. Ss : 

For instance, a hearty, substan 
tial meal, including a beef pot- 
roast, brown, juicy and deliciously 
tender, baked squash and radishes

giving nutrients. That’s the pres- 


ent-day idea of “good living,” rather 
than a long and elaborate menu 
of “fussy” foods. With fruit or 
fruit salad, bread and butter and 
milk, you have a meal which pro- 
vides most of the food essentials 
for the daily needs of adults and 
children alike. 
A Thriftier Cut. 

Moreover, potroast of beef is one 
of the thriftier cuts, and the vege- 
tables and fruits should be chosen 
from among the many which are 
in season and plentiful in the mar- 
ket. 

The potroast of beef pictured is 
a cut from the chuck, a section 
which is less tender but high in 
nutritive value and fine in flavor. 
There is relatively little waste. 

In buying a potroast, remember 
that it is a thrifty idea to pur- 
chase a largé enough amount so 
that there will be a good supply 
for a second or third meal. There 
are attractive ways to serve the 
left-over portion. 

The secret of success in cooking 
a potroast is to brown it well, add 
a very little liquid and cover it 
closely. so that it cooks chiefly by 
steam. And cook it slowly, at 
simmering temperature. 

For variation, the potroast can 
be given additional flavor by 
means of the liquid in which it is 
cooked. 
Beef Potroast With Horseradish. 

Select a three or four pound 
chuck potroast. Season with salt 
and pepper. Brown well on all 
sides, adding two tablespoons of 
lard to the kettle if necessary. 
When nicely browned, spread the 
surface of the meat with drained 
horseradish. Add one cup water 
and cover closely. Cook at a sim- 
mering temperature until the meat 
is tender. Turn the meat once or 
twice so that it will cook evenly. 


Thicken the liquid and add water | 


for the gravy. 

Vegetables may be cooked with 
a potroast. Take care not to over- 
cook them. 

Potroast With Vegetables. 

Brown the meat in hot fat. Add 
one small onion, sliced. Season 
with salt and pepper. Combine 
one cup hot water and one-half 
cup catsup. When onions are 
slightly brown, add a small amount 
of water and catsup mixture, cover 
tightly and let simmer slowly. Add 
more liquid when necessary. Al- 
low 45 minutes per pound for cook- 
ing the meat. After 45 minutes, 
before the end of the cooking time, 
add peeled potatoes.

much for empire. 

They feel they have been cheated 
by United States defense priorities 
designed to help Britain. This af- 
fects not only their wartime but 
their peacetime development. For 
months they have been unable to 
buy trucks, tractors, farm ma- 
chines, industrial plant replace- 
ments, or even some types of con- 
sumer goods at anything like their 
normal rate of supply. 

The transfer of oil tankers from 

the United States to England cut 
them off from their own immense 
oil resources, normally carried in 
North American ships. So they 
have had to burn sugar and corn 
alcohols as substitutes and cut 
down on heat and light. 
Most of the time this criticism 
goes officially unspoken, but two 
Latin leaders frankly stated the 
case at a Chamber of Commerce 
dinner in Pittsburgh. 


Shortage of Goods. 


“The United States is not living 
up to the good neighbor policy,” 
said Senator Isauro Torres, chair- 
man of the Committee on Labor 
and Social Legislation of the Chil- 
ean Senate, “You are sending us 
insufficient shipments of the goods 
on which South American econ- 
omies depend for a living. 

“When the war ends, Europe and 
Asia will once again try to grab 
off the rich South American mar- 
kets. It is up to you to supply it 
now at the time of greatest need.” 

Jose Domenech, secretary-general 
of the Argentine General Confed- 
eration of Labor, added “Latin 
American unemployment, due to a 
United States lack of ships, pri- 

rities and other difficulties in 
sending goods, is only a bulwark to 
Hitler, playing precisely into his 
hands.” 

The future is still more impor- 
tant to the Latins than the pres- 
ent, and they are disappointed at 
having been given no advance con- 
cept of what the good neighbor 
program will be after the war. 


Fearful About Bases. 


On the military front, they say 
they have no assurance that bases 
they are being asked to supply for 
hemisphere defense will not be- 
come United States-dominated 
we g/-jislands in the midst of their terri- 
tories, or that a system of checks 
and balances will be established to 
prevent bases in one country from 
being used to attack another coun- 
try. 

With the exception of Brazil, 
they are, consequently, skeptical 
about anything except the most 
general arrangement on bases. And 
they fail to understand why their 
attitude is not clear. 

On the economic front, they say 
they do not know whether the 
United States’ wartime purchases 
of their products will continue aft- 
er the war or whether a surplus 
crop disposal program currently 
under discussion will be worked 
out advantageously. 

From a neutral standpoint, it 
can be and sometimes is it, at 
that these complaints are selfishly 
opportunist. The Latins say the 
only honest practical test is for 
the United States to submit its 
program and see what happens. 


North American Attitude. 


Perhaps, they say, they would 
not be so mistrustful if the big 
neighbor to the north had behaved 
differently before. Brushing aside 
the so-called “imperialistic” inci- 
dents of the past as ancient his- 
tory which cannot be undone, they 
cite the attitude of North Ameri- 
cans ‘now living in South America. 
The picture they draw is familiar 
all over the continent.

Dr. Robert Elman Relates 10- 
Year Research Here in 
Lecture at Detroit.

DETROIT, Nov. 27.—An acute 


inflammation of the pancreas 
which mimics a number of other 
causes of acute abdominal pain— 
each considered a surgical emer- 
gency—was described to Detroit 
physicians by Dr. Robert Elman 
of Washington University, St. 
Louis, last night, in the Max Ballin 
memorial lecture. 

Recognition of the condition, 
said Dr. Elman, who detailed the 
10-year study which developed 
means of penetrating its various 
disguises, has prevented many un- 
necessary operations and saved hu- 
man life. Since the method was 
adopted at Barnes Hospital, he re- 
ported, diagnoses of the pancreatic 
inflammation have multiplied. At

mimics, along with acute intestinal 
strangulation and acute inflam- 
mation of the gall bladder. 
' “Similar observations have been 
made in other clinics,” added Dr. 
Elman. “The situation is not sur- 
prising when one realizes that the 
clinical picture of acute pancrea- 
titis masquerades so closely as 
other acute abdominal conditions 
that the diagnosis cannot be made 
without the aid of the blood 
amylase fest.” 

It was by developing a test for 
blood’s' content of amalyse, a 
starch-digesting enzyme produced 
in the pancreas, that Dr. Elman 
got on the trail of the deceptive 
condition in 1927.In the first case 
in which the inflammation was 
proved the amylase in the blood 
was 30 times normal. Continued 
checking of patients and a search 
of medical literature supported the 
possibility that the condition 
might be more common than its 
correct diagnosis, With develop- 
ment of the simplified “Somogyi” 
method of determining blood 
amylase—one of the techniques de- 
vised by the distinguished St. 
Louis chemist, Dr. Michael Somo- 
gyi-—“We became suspicious,” Dr.

The nation is harnessing its in- 
dustry, agricultural resources and 
man power to the needs of the war 
with a rapidity and completeness 
which would be hardly possible in 
a country less centralized. The 
most widely publicized slogan these 
days is “Everything for the Front.” 

It is a command that means 
every war industry must strain 
itself to achieve maximum produc- 
tion and that every plant manufac- 
turing consumption goods which 
are not absolutely vital must be 
converted quickly to war produc- 
tion. It means that in the matter 
of food supplies and commodities 
the Red Army’s needs must be sat- 
isfied first. 

The far-reaching changes in the 
national economy are visible on all 
sides.

‘Suddenly, in quick succession 
there are three explosions. The 
tanks pull up on their treads, 
their noses lifting into the air. 
There were 16 of them, now there 
are only 13. One here, one there, 
one over there—junk piles. They 
have run into a hidden mine field. 
The tanks are motionless. No one 
knows where the other mines are 
buried. The lieutenant in the lead 
tank opens the hatch and stands 
up to look around. No one knows 
what he saw. They only hear the 
machine gun that killed him. They 
heat the bullets that missed him 
splash off the tank’s apron, and 
from somewhere in the sand comes 
the tat-tat-tat of the gun. 

The leader of the squadron 
cautiously raises the hatch of his 
tank. He decides how his. recon- 
naissance shall be made. If he 
gets his feet set for a spring, he 
can come out through the hatch 
of the tank very fasts and leap 
clear of it on the lee side—away 
from where he now knows there is 
a machine-gun nest. Once on the 
ground he can walk about, with 
the tanks keeping him covered, 
and he can see for himself where 
the other mines are buried and so 
find a trail through which to lead 
his squadron out safely.

DIAGNOSIS: No, the very op- 
posite is true! It is usually a test 
of a poor speech. It is very com- 


mon for amateurs to feel emotion-— 


ally stimulated when they face a 

crowd. They can then dramatize 
and emotionalize to a high degree, whereas they feel sheepish 
and self-conscious about reciting the same oration at home. 
This generally means that their speech or recitation is largely 
froth and emotional ranting. It is also likely to be overdone 
and appear ridiculous before the big audience. If you wish to 
determine whether you have a good speech, try the “armchair” 
test. Sit down and give your oration before only one or two 
people, who are likewise seated across from yourself. If you 
have an amateurish speech, you simply cannot deliver it -in 
this manner. Indeed, you will recognize the juvenile nature of 
your address even before you rT through the first paragraph.

THE “ARMCHAIR” METHOD is also an excellent test for 
your sense of humor and will show whether you have been 
hoodwinking yourself as well as your public by a shallow bit of 
acting instead of real oratory. When tyro speakers can pace 
up and down before an audience, they are inclined to grow emo- 
tionally intoxicated. They may feel pompous and overly im- 
portant. So they begin to intone in melodramatic style, and roll 
out long, flowery sentences for the sheer pleasure in listening 
to their own voices. You can fool yourself, and sometimes your 
audience, with hot air and emotional ranting, but your home 
folks demand a sincere, logically arranged speech. Even if you 
are only participating in the ritual of your lodge or fraternity, 
be sure to employ this “armchair” test. It will at least guaran- 
tee you a better sense of humor, and prevent’ your becoming en- 
amoured of your own pomposity.

This hand formed the basis of 
Question 38. 

North opens the diamond king, 
declarer (West) wirining with the 
blank ace. Now, obviously enough, 
deciarer’s entire. problem consists 
of avoiding the loss of more than 
one spade. 

After declarer is able to cash 
the spade ace without running into 
a ruff from eit':er defender, he has 
available a play which guarantees 
success. He must lead a low spade 
to the 10 spot. Now, regardless of 
the defense of the lay of cards, de- 
clarer can claim the balance. He 
now has only one possible loser in 
his hand, the other low spade, and 
the defenders cannot prevent his 
ruffing that spade with the heart 
queen. Then, of course, he draws 
trumps and finally cashes the 
spade ace. 


If declarer leads the ace and 
king of spades, North ruffs and 
declarer’s case is hopeless. He still 
must ruff the four and deuce of 
spades in dummy, but he cannot 
do this because North will have 
the seven and four of hearts, thus 
making it impossible to utilize 
dummy’s deuce of hearts. 


This is a little known but stand- 
ard safety play, and, considering 
that in this particular hand declar- 
er is warned by South's spade bid 
that he may find a concentration 
of spades in the South hand, it 
goes without saying that the safe- 
ty play should be employed.

Dehydrated Rations Save Transportation Space

AYBE it hasn't affected you 
yet, but a boom in dehydrated 
food is part of this war. And 
America is right up in front in 
—* research and application of the 
ea. 

The latest national development 
is that Congress has given the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture 
$144,000 for investigations to im- 
prove this type of tight-packed 
food. That means a national 


light on dehydrated vegetables, 


fruits, soups, and other products. 

Nutritionists wil] tell you that 
dehydrated food, technically, is 
the kind that has the water drawn 
off by artificial means. You add 
the water again in serving or cook- 
ing, and the food back to 
recognizable form. ed food 
technically means naturally dried, 
as in the sun. Indians and colon- 
ists found dried foods handy. The 
dehydrated era, which we are en- 

When you can draw the water 
out of a juicy or a bunch 


of carrots and pack the dried bits 


in an envelope for future use— 
there you have something pretty 
valuable in this era of world con- 
fusion. Valuable in many places. 
The U. S. Army has evolved 
pocket rations based on this idea 
for its parachute troops, as have 
other armies. The parachutist 
landing from the skies may* have 
to forage for himself awhile. With 
a two-pound package of para- 
rations, he is three meals ahead. 
He can make coffee and lemonade 
from powders. He has com- 
pressed wafers and hash biscuit 
crammed with vitamins, proteins 
and other food values to keep up 
strength and keep away hunger. 
it is emergency food, frankly. But 
without it, parachuting would 
scarcely be practical. It fact, 
without some tight-packed, light- 
weight rations, the modern blitz 
warfare of mobile assault attack 
would be far less flexible. 
Placing American soldiers in 
Iceland, Newfoundland and other 
remote bases has given Uncle Sam 
a problem in food transportation. 
Powdered milk, eggs, and some of 
the other powder or flake foods 
can be transported where this 
type of food in the round could not 
be sent in quantity to troops. The 
dried out foods help in varying the 
soldiers’ rations and also to in-

It’s 
powder food four times a week for 
the Army musher, and pellets the 
other three, plus fish, if there is 
fish to be had. A pound of this is 
an Army dog’s daily ration. Some 
of the dogs are veterans of Ad- 
miral Byrd’s Antarctic expeditions; 
they are used to this diet. 

Also, incidentally, Army horses 
are fed dehydrated rations at times 
to save transportation space and 
to get feéd to them in any emerg- 
ency. A dehydrated horse biscuit 
is a three-pound brick of molasses 
and oats.

Dehydrated foods generally speak- 
ing cannot be stored indefinitely. 
But as research goes on improving 
these foods, and if war goes on 
tightening down on cargo space, 
dried foods may have bigger jobs 
and more jobs to do, and perhaps 
entirely new and unexpected ones. 

Substituting dehydrated for per- 
ishable foodstuffs is a national 
defense problem of great impor- 
tance. This is the way the De- 
partment of Agriculture looks at 
the situation. Since the dried out 


for the British, for our troops and 
for other purposes, these foods 
should be as nutritious and palat- 
able as research can make them. ° 

Somebody has figured that a 
year’s supply of vegetables for 
one person in England would or- 
dinarily be 1000 pounds, but in 
dehydrated form these vegetables 
would weigh 110 pounds. 

But—at the same time, morale 
cannot be forgotten. Civilians and 
soldiers alike need to have a food 
supply as normal and palatable as 
possible, for the jobs they have 
to do.

At the Beltsville laboratory, 
Miss Dorothy Shank began to 
study dehydrated soup mixtures. 

“When war started,” she says, 
“many dehydrated soups were be- 
ing manufactured mainly for fila- 
vor. There were clam broths and 


clear soups in this form, They had - 


little nourishment. 

“We tried making substantial 
soup mixtures. In one soup, for 
instance, we put together a de 
hydrated vegetable, soy bean, dry 
skim milk, flour, celery flake, on- 
ion flake, parsley flake. A soup 
like that had both flavor and nour- 
ishment. But it did not solve the 
problem of the speedy prepara- 
tion of soup in the kitchen, be- 
cause these dehydrated vegetables 
were not already cooked, and long 
cooking was required to recon&sti- 
tute the vegetables before the 
soup was — to serve.

O, we ya! to another type 
of soup entirely, using soy 
flour and skim milk pow- 
der, and dried or powdered peas 
or lima beans or navy beans. 
These were pre-cooked products 
and solved the problem of 
speed in the kitchen. To 
get more nourishment into 
some of these soups, we used up 
to 20 per cent of skim milk.” 
At the War Department, you can 
learn that the 
Corps. is buying four dehydrated 
vegetables for feeding soldiers as 
an alternate form with fresh and 


~canned vegetables. Soldiers are 


acquainted with dehydrated pota- 
toes, carrots, cabbage and onions. 
The carrots can, if desired, be 
served raw when they are recon- 
stituted. So can cabbage, which 
is sometimes served to the Army 
as cole slaw. At times the selec- 
tee also gets dehydrated pea soup, 
concentrated chicken soup or to- 
mato soup, like the soup mixtures 
in envelopes that civilians can 
buy in the, grocery. 

The Army regards potatoes as 
its leading success among de- 
hydrated vegetables. It has been 
buying a dried potato that looks 
like super-fine spaghetti, but now 
it has in prospect a superior kind 
that looks like a thick potato chip. 
The latter costs more, but the cells 
of the potato are not damaged in 
the drying process and that, says 
a Quartermaster officer, means a 
better dish of potatoes for the sol- 
diers’ dineer. -
